WAR IN THE NEAR EAST 

Lloyd Qeorge lUkes Statement That 
GtMt Billata It Bataf Ita Iteoit 
To Vnraat War With Iiika. 

London, Sept S8. — Great Britain is 
doing Its utmost to avoid War la tbe 

near east Premier David Lloyd 
Qeorge said in a statement to the press 

todr.y. 

England, tho statement said. Is doing 
all in her power to arrange an Imme- 
diate conference of all nations con- 
corned. 

Lloyd George urged that the League 
of Nations guarantee the freedom ot 
tho Straits of the Dardanelles. 

The freedom ot the ctralts, he ex- 
plained. Is of vital Interest to Great 
Britain and the entire civilized world. 

Lloyd George said that if war spread 
to Thrace it might develop Into a con- 
flagration which would be difficult to 
extinguish. 

"It must not be forgotten that tho 
great war started in tbe Balkans," he 
said. 

Britain's cabinet ministers met with 
Lloyd Oeorge in Downing street to- 
day to decide whether tbe Turka shall 
be permitted to re-enter Europe.

CLERKS^LEFT OUT 

Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Beaekes 
Agreement With StrlUnr ShopMi. 
Bat Befnses to Consider Adjaat* 
mont With Clerka. 

Richmond, Va., Sept. 23.— The strike 
of shopmen on the Chesapeake & Ohio 
railroad was settled Friday night at a 
conference of representatives of the 
strikers and the management, J. P. ' 
Parrish, general manager ot tho road, 
announced. 

Tho m.Tnagement, however, refused 
to consider .iny ailjustmen with the 
strlkiiic clerks. M.'. P:irrls said. 

Abou' S.rtii) [hopnieu are included In 
the sottlement, which the general man- 
ager FlTtod was "agreeable to both 
sides." 

The road has promised to take the 
men bnr k wltl :r. SO days, according to 
Mr. ParrlBh. He cdded, however, that 
the strikers would be returned to work 
"as soon as we can arrange for it" 

The settlement was made on tho 
Willard-Jewell agreement with the ez- . 
eepUon that the clause providing for 
the reinstatement of all strikers waa 
dropped by the negotiators. Under 
this clause the road would have been 
obliged to reemploy striking clreks. 

At present. Mi. Parris said, thi* 
shopcrafts forces on tbe road are, 
about 60 per cent, normal.

The serious illness of Mrs. Harding, whose promised rooovery has 
brought reUef to the entire nation, has not been -without its compen- 
sations. , 

For one thing, it has enabled the country to realize more keenly 
that the President and his wife are very human, very simj^l.', and very 
democratic, liable to the trials which fall to the lot of all men, in need 
of the same sympathy and human ministries, and capable of the same 
quiet courage in the face of a great erisis. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Ilardinp liave endeared themselves to their 
countrymen by their unassuming ways and generous and kindly in- 
stincts. Mrs. Harding, as David Lawrence says, has won the genuine 
regard of thousands who do not know her personally, but have 
learned in one way or another of "the charm of her personality." 
They have found that she "is endowed with qualities of democracy 
that make her the same modest person today that she was before her 
husband was thrust into the limelight." 

The President's devotion to his wife has also been remarked, aud 
cannot but hav e a .salutary influence in an age when the marriage 
relation is held all too lightly. The dispatches have told of the Presi- 
dent's inability to attend to any of the ordiuarj- affairs of his otKee, 
and have pictured him seated just outside the door of tlie sick room 
witsfnily scanning the faces of the physicians and nurses as they 
eame and went, liis pet Aiiedalc beside bim restiiis: his shaggy head 
upon his master s knee, conscious of the President ",s anxiety and 
grief, and anxious to comfort him. 

The universal sympathy of the nation in the hour of the Presi- 
dent's trial reveals the fact that tmdemeath all the political antagon. 
isms and hostilities Mr. Harding holds a warm place in the alTeeiions 
of the people, and that they are sincerely interested in his welfare. 

It is to be regreted that wc cannot always remember that the 
President is a maa of like passions with us, that he is borne down 
with almost oversvhelmiug cares and responsibilities to which we 
have subjected him, and that like any good, loyal, conscientious Amer- 
ican, he is striving to merit the approbation of hi^ eotmtrymen and 
advance the interests and de.^^tiny of the nation. 

Partisan ship is insepar«l>b' from party government, and democ- 
racy will always be captious. Iso President hopes or expects to be 
free fro mthe sting of criticism. But if we cotdd always remember 
the human hearts in the ^NTiite Hou.se, and treat the President and his 
family as good neighbors should treat each other, politics would not 
be so bitter and the task of the President would not be so appalling 
^difficult. — ^Lexington Leader.
